With an income of $5,000,000 or more during 1935 


the farmers of Navarro county have definitely "rounded 
the corner" and are entering 1936 in the most prosper- 
ous condition in years. 


Prior to December 13, there had been ginned in Na- 


varro county 50,986 bales of cotton from the 1935 crop, 
according to figures released by the government special 
.agent. Based on va value of 12 cents per pound the in- 
come of the farmers from that source was $3,061,160. 
Seed from that many bales of cotton at prices that pre- 
vailed during the season brought the farmers approxim- 
ately $750,000, bringing the total for cotton and seed 
to $3,871,160.

But there 
is a growing tendency for 
the city wage earner or sal- 
aried employee to settle on 
a few acres within driving 
distance, where the family 
may lack city advantages 
but can live cheaply and 
raise some of its own food. 
And 
many city workers 


have possibly gone back to 
the farms for good. 


The general effect is a 


much closer linking of city 
and country, or urban and 
suburban areas, a fact that 
real estate people are not 
slow 
to 
appreciate. In 


many places they are al- 
ready doing a pretty good 
business in farmlets of two 
to ten acres.

A 
serious 
fire 
swept 


through a considerable sec- 
tion of the new $8,000,000 
postoffice building in Wash- 
ington recently. The infer- 
ior was badly scarred. Love- 
ly wood paneling, composi- 
tion floors, rugs, 
furnish- 


ings, and so on, were in- 
jured by the fire and smoke 
and the water 
from 
fire 


hoses. Exact knowledge of 
the amount of damage will 
not be possible .until a thor- 
ough examination has been 
made not only of the build- 
ing itself but of the doc- 
uments and records which 
were water-soaked a n d 
smoke-blackened. 


Incidentally, many 
citi- 


zens want to know why the 
new postoffice building was 
known as "one of the worst 
fire hazards" in the vicinity, 
and why the doors of this 
and many Federal buildings 
open inward instead of out- 
ward as required 
by 
the 


District of Columbia code. 


No mater what the style 


or design 
of 
a building 


erected nowadays, the fire 
hazard should be reduced 
to a minimum. There should 
be as much fireproof ma- 
terial as possible and up-to- 
date automatic equipment 
for detecting and fighting 
fire. 


SUPER-POWER 


An 
American 
scientist 


who has gone far in radium 
research prophecies the day 
when automobiles will be 
driven by energy obtained 
from 
this 
mineral. 
He 


doesn't explain just how. 
Presumably a 
supply of 


radium or radio-active sub- 
stances of some sort would 
be carried in the car, heav- 
ily shielded with lead, for 
a fuel supply. A handful of 
radium, if its potential en- 
ergy were usable, might 
run a car till the car wore 
out and then be transfer- 
red to a new one.

Many young men

women will say they don't 
want to vote if that is the 
price. Others would doubt- 
less welcome the public ser- 
vice draft, either 
as 
a 


change from forced idleness 
or as training for some kind 
of desirable public work. 


The proposal is not likely 


to be adopted in this county 
—at least, not before an- 
other big 
depression—be- 


cause it would seem 
too 


much like Fascist, Nazi or 
Socialist procedure. And yet 
the idea behind 
it 
is a 


sound one. 


A better way, perhaps, to 


accomplish the purpose aim- 
ed at, is advocated by the 
National League of Women 
Voters. It wants to educate 
the young people for public 
service and then help them 
to get suitable public jobs, 
eliminating the 
political 


spoils system 
and 
raising 


standards of public service 
in local, state and federal 
work. 


Another 
fine 
develop- 


ment along this line is the 
practice, already starred, of 
giving college courses in 
public service and adminis- 
tration.

ance companies announce a 
new form of policy to be 
known as "airsurance" cov- 
ering executives and other 
employees of firms 
using 


commercial air

$1,000 
insurance, 
which 


represents a reduction in 
former rates. The only con- 
dition is that each employ- 
er subscribing to the plan 
must take out policies ag- 
gregating $50,000 and cov- 
ering five or more persons 
designated by him.

payment if necessary, other ex- 
pansionists, 
notably 
Senator 


Thomas 
(D-Okla) 
made 
plain 


they would fight any effort to 
finance the huge outlay through 
the orthodox Issuance of bonds. 


Worrying the 
leaders Is an- 


other measure—the Frazier-Lem- 
ke bill to refinance farm Indebt- 
edness 
through 
currency 
infla- 


tion up to $3,000,000,000. When the 
last session 
of congress closed, 


the bill's backers had 207 names 
on a petition to force it to the 
house floor for a vote. 


Only ten more will be neces- 


sary when congress 
assembles 


next Friday. The strategy of the 
leaders is centered 
on keeping 


names off the petition, for they 
believe the 
bill will pass 
the 


house if it comns to a vote. 


Talk of a "compromise" bonus 


bill designed to

himself, in declining to answer

Lindberghs will be guests at the 
Morgan home. 


The Morgan spokesman said the 
family understood the Lindberghs 
were seeking some degree of pri- 
vacy in England, fearful lest Jon 
meet the same fate as befell their 
first son, Charles A. Lindbergh, 
Jr., kidnaped and murdered in 
1932. 


J. L. Morgan, at whose home 
the Lindberghs will reside, is the 
father of Aubrey Neil Morgan, 
widowed husband of Mrs. Lind- 
bergh's sister, the former Eliza- 
beth morrow. 


The Morgan family expects the 
Lindberghs to arrive at Llandaff 
tonight or tomorrow from Liver- 
pool, and to stay there "for some 
time," it was disclosed. 


Efforts to determine whether 
they will establish a permanent 
home or to learn the exact length 
of their British stay were un- 
availing.

MAN WHO ROSE FROM NEWSBOY 


TO PUBLISHER FIRM BELIEVER 


IN "RUGGED INDIVIDUALISM" 


By CHARLES ANDREW PRICE

DALLAS, 
Jan. 1.—(£>)—More 
than 60 years ago Edwin J, Kiest 
sold newspapers at the corner of 
Clark and Randolph streets, Chi- 
cago, from a bundle under his 
arm. Today he observed his 40th, 
aninversary as owner and publish- 
er of the Dallas Times-Herald- 
Perhaps the juvenile training in 
salesmanship prepared him to sell 
to a great publisher, many years 
later, a copy of the publisher's 
own paper for $100. 
Not as optimistic as In the ear- 
ly days when his watch made 
many trips to a pawn shop in ord- 
er, to keep life in his feeble news- 
paper, 
Mr. Keist 
deplores the 
hampering 
of 
individualism 
by 
government parentalism. 
" 'Rugged 
individualism' 
he 
said, 
"built 
this country and I 
do hot believe that prudence and 
economy should be penalized. You 
must have 'rugged individualism' 
to carry on the businesses 'rug- 
ged individualism' built up." 
Mr. Kiest was 'born in Cook 
County, 111., Sept. 24, 1861. 
"My father was a Methodist 
clergyman," he said, "and moved 
every two years, I received such 
schooling as was available and at 
ten years on my own. I sold papers 
at the corner of Clark and Ran- 
dolph, Chicago, swam with other 
boys in the lake under the old 
Illinois Central 
trestle 
where 
Grant Park now is, and often was 
chased down the tracks by police- 
men with part of my clothes in 
my hands." 
Newsboy for Charity. 
This recollection led Mr. Klest 
to another. 
Several years before 
the world war, he said, Mayor 
Carter Harrison, 
the 
younger, 
"got a list of 
old-time newsboys 
and asked us to come to Chicago 
and sell papers for one day to 
raise money for charity. 
"I took my old station and1 


pretty soon Victor F. Lawson of 
the Daily News came along. I 
stopped him, nagged him, and— 
with a chuckle—sold him a copy 
of his own paper for $100. The 
next day Mr. Lawaon was our 
host at a lunch." 
"The odor of printers' ink got 
into my nostrils,' 'is his explana- 
tion for becoming a printer, "and 
I've been at it since I was 17." 
Soon after his majority he was 
with the 
Western 
Newspaper 


Union at Kansas City and his as- 
sociates were Col. C. B. Blethen 
and Col. Thompson, subsequently 
publishers, respectively, of the Se- 
attle Times and St. Paul Dispatch. 
Went Different Ways. 
"Blethen 
went 
up 
north 
to 


work for Jim Hill," he said, and 
"Thompson to St. Paul and I to 
St. Louis at the same time. I 
came to Texas Dec. 31. 1890, and 
represented the W. N. U. five 
years. 
They wanted to move me to Chi- 
cago but I wouldn't go. Then -I 
realized a long-time ambition to 
become a publisher." 
He bought the struggling Times- 


At Grand Friday 


Herald, which had 1,200 circula- 
tion and no prospects. He had no 
credit, he said, but did have 
a 
?old watch and unlimited optim- 
ism. 
The physical equipment of 
the plant Inventoried at a few 
cases of body type, a few of dis- 
play, some racks, two Imposing- 
stones, a pair of chases and

shooting-stick. An editor, two re- 
porters and nine men in the me- 
chanical department comprised the 
personnel.

Times-Herald's present new build- 
ing until the cash to pay for It 
and the block-long press, was In 
the bank. 
Charter Member Associated Frew. 
In 1809 Mr. Kiest became a 
member of the Associated Press 
and now Is one of its few living 
charter members. His first news 
service was a few hundred words 
delivered from Denver by commer- 
cial telegraph wires. 
Today, the 
Times-Herald receives the maxi- 
mum Associated Press wire service 
and wlrephotos. 
Several years ago Mr. Kiest pre- 
sented the people of Dallas a park 
of 175 acres In memory of his 
wife. He never sought public of- 
fice, but for seven years has been 
a regent of the Texas Agricultural 
and Mechanical College at College 
Station.

SONGS THAT MOTHERS SING; 


AND GREATEST OF THEM ALL' 


A Traveller's Glimpse Into An Oriental Usage 


And Some Pertinent Observations Upon the 
Songs of Today. 


By WILLIAM T. ELLIS 


Not until I went into Arabia 


could I understand the natural- 
ness of the songs which Bible 
women sang. It 'seemed incredi- 
ble that ordinary persons should 
burst 
into sponstaneous poetry 


of a high order. Equally I had 
challenged the reasonableness of 
granS opera. In my stubborn ig- 
norance .1 insisted, "People do not 
express themselves in any such 
flowery fashion. They speak their 
sentiments; they don't sing them." 


My eyes were opened when I 


found Syrian and Arab men and 
women bursting into impromptu 
songs on all sorts of occasions. I 
once floated 
down 
the 
Tigris 


river' on a goatskin raft; 
and 


for one stretch my raftsman was 
a 
young Arab whom I called 


"Lothario." As we passed groups 
of Arab women filling their water 
jars at the river bank, he would 
burst into improvised love songs, 
offering to share with them . his 
treasures—my possessions, really 
—; whereupon they sang back, 
more melodiously, and equally to 
the point. 


A Village Maiden'* Song 


After that month on the Tigris, 


I never again questioned the rea- 
sonableness of the songs of Mary 
and Hannah and Deborah and 
Miriam. That is the ageless way 
of the East. People there nat- 
urallv burst 
Into original song 


upon 
every 
sufficient 
occasion. 


The quality of the song Is de- 
termined by the knowledge and 
ability of the singer. 


In awe and wonder over the 


miraculous thing that had be- 
fallen her, as she had been in- 
formed by .the Angel Gabriel, 
Mary fled down into Judea (love- 
y Aln Kalrim is the traditional 
:own) 
to her kinswoman Eliza- 


beth, as one woman naturally 
seeks another's counsel and com- 
fort. There the expectant mother 
of John the Baptist greeted her' 
with a rapturous outburst that 
s itself a song. In reply, Mary 
uttered with the "Magnificat," so 
named from the opening words 
in the Latin Version. 


"Out 
of • Full Heart' 


Countless 
critics 
have 
been 


skeptical of the ability of a sim- 
ple 
village woman 
to express 


spontaneously, such 
lofty #enti- 


ments. They have not known the 


sajse of the land, which I have 
ndicated. Nor have they sensed 
.he fact that this Song of Mary, 
mostly paraphrases of Old Testa- 
ment passages, came from a rare 
spirit, whose soul was surcharged 
with the noble 
utterances 
of 


Scripture. 


An ignorant girl, or a coarse- 


spirited girl, could naturally never 
have sung the "Magnificat;" but 
Mary was the most highly fa- 
vored 
among 
women, 
the 
one 


chosen to be the mother of the 
Messiah. Upon her had descend- 
ed 
that 
wonder 
of 
wonders, 


which we recite in the Apostles' 
Creed; 
"I 
believe... in 
Jesus 


hrist, our Lord, who was con- 
eived by the Holy Ghost, born 


of 
the 
Virgin Mary." 
Mystery 


and awe surround this supreme 
miracle of time; that when God 
chose to reveal 
Himself 
to a 


waiting 
world, He 
chose 
this 


sensitive, godly village girl to be 
:he- mother of His only begotten 
Son. 
Small wonder that all Chrls- 


.endom hails Mary as chief among 
women. 


The Songs That Mother Sang. 
Mary was ready when her over- 


whelming call came. 
Only she 


could have uttered the "Magnlf- 
cat." 
Our thoughts are turned 


to the young womanhood of our 
own day, as we ponder this great 
song. 
The reason better lyrics 


are not coming frbm the popu- 
ar composers of today is that 
he "writers are 
ignorant—often 


ungrammatlcal — and 
low-grade 


men. 
They have not In them- 


selves the 
stuff 
of which real 


poetry is made. And this gen- 
eration of young people is hum- 
ming and •whistling and singing 
these transitory tunes, to. the do 
basement of their own spirits. 


What are the girls of today to 


do for lullabies to sing to the ba- 
bies of tomorrow? That is really 
a more Important question than 
many of the ponderous problems 
debated by professional 
educa- 


tors. For the s.ongs that mothers 
sing do more to shape the char- 
acter, of a nation than the lec- 
tures of the college 
professors. 


Our mothers sang to us the dear 
and unforgettable songs of faith, 
which many of the younger gen- 
eration do not. know. 


Are the babies of the future 


to be brought up on "hot-cha" 
tunes, 
or 
feverish 
"mammy" 


songs, or moaning "blues?" Or 
will the new' mothers try to lull 
the children to sleep by blowing 
smoke rings for them? We shud- 
der to think of a generation of 
mothers who cannot sing to their 
children songs that are worthy 
to be remembered. 


Mary, 
the 
beautiful 
maiden 


with a spirit even finer than 
her face, a girl whose soul had 
depth and strength, comes to us 
down the centuries to admonish 
the girls of a frivolous genera- 
tion, 
She exulted In God: she 


exalted God. So all nations call 
her blessed. She is the eternal 
summons to a religious spirit on 
the part of all womanhood. 


A Poem; A Prophecy. 


Wise and reverent students of 


this immortal song agree that 
the latter part of it, beginning at 
verse 51, Is prophecy of the mis- 
sion of Mary's Son, yet to be 
sorn. 
Jesus was 
destined 
to 


translate into actuality the hymn 
of His mother. 


In 1 tune with the times is the 


social note In the 
"Magnificat." 


It shares with the great Hebrew 
prophetic utterances the Idea of 
a world of justice and righteous- 
ness yet to come. Already 


"He hath put down princes from 


their thrones, 


And hath exalted them of low 
degree." 


Beneath 
the superficial 
signs 


of the times, seeing eyes may 
discern evidences of the Inevit- 
able sway of Jesus Christ and 
His teachings over a world in 
the re-making.

Governor Allred ' that Miller had 
been in the Atlanta federal peni- 
tentiary since his release from the 
Texas prison, and could not have 
violated his conditional pardon. 


The governor, Clark said, sug-

Lightning action in congress on 
the soldiers' bonus was forecast 
in many quarters today as lead- 
ers of three major veterans' or- 
ganizations lined up behind a new 
plan for immediate cash payment. 


The ex-soldiers' leaders argued 


their plan would cost only $1,- 
000,000,000 Immediately, Instead of 
the 
$2,000,000,000 
usually 
men- 


tioned. 
They said it offered an 


incentive, in the form of Inter- 
est, to induce many veterans to 
hold their adjusted service cer- 
tificates instead of cashing them 
now. 


The 
plan—announced 
by 
the 


heads of the American Legion, 
veterans of foreign wars, and the 
disabled American veterans—made 
no mention of methods of raising 
the money, leaving that to the 
government. 
Thus the inflation- 


ary Patman plan to pay with 
new currency, which passed con 
gress last session only to meet 
defeat after a veto, was tossed 
overboard. 


Even before the agreemnt, bo 


nus leaders In congress had been 
saying they saw some possibil- 
ity of pushing a "compromise" 
bonus bill to a house vote before 
the close of next week. 


The new concord among the 


veterans' organizations was ex- 
pected to give a. potent impetus 
to a drive for early action. There 
have been 
free 
predictions 
by 


some congressmen that a bonus 
hill' would be enacted this cam- 
paign year even over a Presiden- 
tial veto. The President has not 
disclosed his present attitude, tak- 
ing the stand that queries on the 
subject, now are 
hypothetical.
